Form WR-118A-Oregon will be used by the ranch supervisor for 
the purpose of reporting the range-building practices carried out on a 
ranching unit under the 1937 Agricultural Conservation Program. Only 
one copy of Form WR-118A4-Oregon is required. After the ranch super— 
visor has made his report, the form will be kept in the county office. 


Section 1. Preliminary Preparation of Form WR-118A-Oregon.--— 


The county committee will prepare a Form WR-118A4-Oregon for each 
ranching unit for which a Form WR-116 is on file. Only the following 
items need be entered by the county committee. 


Ae State and county code and ranch serial number.--Enter the 
State,and county code and ranching unit serial number in the space pro- 


vided therefor in the upper right-hand corner of Form WR+118A-Oregon. 
This number must agree with the State and county code and ranch serial 
number of Form WR-116 for the ranching unit.
